lives of more than 1,800,000 soldiers 
and sailors already has been written 
by the Bureau of War Risk Insur­ 
ance. That is said to be more insur­ 
ance, all written since the middle of 
last October, than is today on the 
books of the twenty largest life in­ 
surance companies in the world. AU 
kinds of problems have been met in 
achieving this gigantic task, accord­ 
ing to information furnished to Con­ 
gress by Thomas B. Love, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, in charge 
of the bureau, and other officials. 
The war risk provided for payment 
of family allowances and allotments 
and for administration of a compen­ 
sation insurance law applicable to 
2,000,000 risks and for the writing 
of this insurance on the lives of a 
possible 2,000,000 soldiers and sail­ 
ors. The applications for allowanoes 
and allotments of the soldier’s or 
sailor's pay had to be obtained from 
the ends of the earth to which those 
in war service have been scattered. 
From December IO until the begin-, 
ning of this month the bureau mail­ 
ed out 2,300,000 Individual checks 
4o families of dependents in the Unit­ 
ed states, approximately $60,000,000 
has been paid out in allowances and 
allotments; and in 
addition 
many 
thousand claims for compensation 
have been made, some paid and oth­ 
ers disallowed. 
More than 95 per cent of the sol­ 
diers and sailors listed at the bureau 
have taken the insurance and appli­ 
cations for it have come in at a daily 
rate involving from $50,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 of insurance during the 
last month. 
A clerical 
force 
of 
about 4,300 people is employed by 
the bureau in the work. A bill is now 
pending in congress 
favorably 
re­ 
ported by the house interstate com­ 
merce committee, amending the law 
in a number of details, providing for 
instance that automatic insurance 
shall be payable to the mother wheth­ 
er dependent or not and to the fath­ 
er as well and making other broaden­ 
ing features in the interest of the 
soldier’s nearest of kin. 
Bureau records show that there 
are 1,062,091 application blanks re­ 
turned on which the man states he 
has no dependents of any kind. There 
is a surprisingly large percentage of 
those men who do have dependents, 
the first knowledge of whom the bu­ 
reau learns when 
the 
dependents 
write in for information. 
One of the surprising developments 
is the number of complaints that the 
bureau is getting “from men who 
have asked exemption from Their 
wives or who claim they have no 
wives.” In one city recently Com­ 
missioner Nesbit, of the Bureau, has 
advised congress, 
recently sent 
an investigator to look into 33 cases 
where men had claimed exemption 
from their wives and said they did 
not know where the wives were. liv­ 
ing. The bureau located 31 of the 33 
wives within a week and the gov­ 
ernment has absolute evidence that 
many of these men knew where their 
wives were. The men did not want 
the wives to get the money. 
In course of the testimony recent 
ly given before the nouse comm!tee 
Paymaster General Cowie, 
of the 
navy, declared that in the exception­ 
al cases where naval officers do not 
support their families they are made 
to do so very quickly. About six 
weeks ago a wife called at the navy 
department about failure of support 
and "inside of fifteen minutes” said 
Admiral Cowie, “that gentleman was 
sent such a letter that he looked out 
for her in proper order and Inside 
of three days I had an allotment in 
my office from him.” 
The war risk amendments are be­ 
ing handled on the floor of the House 
of Representative Rayburn, of Tex­ 
as, a member of the interstate com­ 
merce committee.

We Are in this war with Germany 
because it ta a war for freedom more 
truly than ever before was a war 
fought for the liberty of mew- Ip times 
past, It Is tree, men have fought for 
freedom from oppressors. Sometimes 
they have won and sometimes they 
have lost. Bat always there has been 
a place In this big world where those 
who had lost in the atingle at home 
might go and find a country where 
they might enjoy the liberty they 
loved. 
Now all Is different. 
If the forces 
which sre fighting for freedom In this 
war are defeated, there will be no 
place In the whale world to which they 
may go to find a refuge from Prus­ 
sian domination. 
Every land under 
the sun win be directly or Indirectly 
under control of Hie victor; and lf 
the victor Is autocracy, freedom per­ 
ishes. 
The land where freedom Is most Im­ 
minently menaced by the legion of 
Prussian autocracy, at this moment 
Is the land where unwonted freedom 
temporarily has ran riot and has lost 
the power to fight for Itself—Russia. 
We are fighting for the freedom of 
Russia, and must continue to fight for 
It until Russia learns what freedom 
means, and is again able to fight If 
we do not freedom will die In Russia; 
Prussian autocracy will rule and ex 
plolt the country for Its own benefit; 
and the very forces which overthrew 
tho czar will bo turned against tho 
freedom not only of themselves, but of 
other lands. 
In years gone by, when the forces 
of revolution were showing themselves 
here and there in Russia, they had the 
sympathy of America in spite of tho 
methods of terrorism of which wa 
did not approve. When the czar and 
the kaiser, leaders of autocracy, were 
locked in a death grapple, Russia still 
had our sympathy, because she was 
fighting on the ride of those who were 
seeking to safeguard the world from 
Prussian militarism. 
When the czar was deposed over 
(light American feelings were mixed, 
rhere was joy at the downfall of an 
Md, and sometimes cruel autocracy, 
out there was fear that Russia would 
become too disorganized to fight fur­ 
le r, coupled with the thought that per­ 
haps the revolution had come too soon 
to be effective. 
Then followed the brief regime of 
Kerensky, when it began to look as 
though freedom In Russia might be an 
organized freedom, prepared to fight 
for its rights, and all America hailed 
the Russian revolution as a blessing. 
Ct had become absolutely correct to 
say that the war was a war of democ­ 
racy against autocracy. 
No pro-Ger* 
man could longer point to the c a r, 
whenever an argument arose.’ 
Finally came the bolshevik! revolu­ 
tion, in which Kerensky was over­ 
thrown.1 Russian industry and Rus­ 
sian society were disorganized, and 
Russian armlet ceased to fight The 
kaiser’s andes pressed on unopposed, 
took what they desired In spite of a 
signed peace, and Russia appeared to 
be about to pass completely under con­ 
trol of Germany. 
America stood 
aghast at the pianic freedom had 
played, and American opinion turned 
largely against Russia, but thinking 
mea refused to give up hope. Bas­ 
sia was and still la Incapable of offer- 
lug resistance, frat Russia Is not re­ 
signed to autocracy. It devolves upon 
others to fight for the freedom Rus­ 
sia must have. 
The experience of other nations has 
been that men who loved freedom 
were willing to fight for It, and to dis 
for It lf necessary. The Russian att­ 
itude of nonresistance was something 
new in the world, and Is hard to un­ 
derstand. 
Tho bolshevik! represent­ 
ed the extreme Idea of liberty. To 
them freedom meant not the right of 
the majority to choose their form of 
government, but the right of the Indi­ 
vidual to be free from all forms of 
governmental restraint 
They woald 
tear down the old order completely, 
at OBS stroke, and. set up the mil 
lenluuL They woald divide the land* 
the factories and the tools among too 
workers, and have no masters hence­ 
forth. 
Even In Russia, however, there were 
dissenters. Some took up arms; and 
the bolshevik!, who fought the Ger­ 
mans not at ak, fought their brothers 
most ferociously. The result was aik 
archy, lawlessness, massacre, the dis­ 
organization of the railways and the 
failure of the feed supply. The mil. 
lentum refused to come at toe mere 
decree of the bolshevik!. It was shown 
that there must be organization 
government of some sort. 
Russia will not longer fight ride by 
side with her former allies. So in- 
Biduous has been the German props 
ganda that, In many instances, Russian 
hatred of tim allies seems to he deep­ 
er than hatred of Germany. 
Therefore the United States cannot 
render direct ald to the straggling peo­ 
ple of Russia. She cannot send than 
armies and supplies, for they have re­ 
fused to do battle for themselves. To 
fight tor Russia she must fight on too 
western front. She must do her share 
toward humbling the kaiser, and forc­ 
ing him to relinquish his grasp on the 
East 
That *s why we cannot talk peace 
with Germany as long as the kaiser 
has one single Russian province in* 
dermis heel.

IH S COMMEMORATED 


(By the associated Press) 
Truckee, Calif., June 21—In mass­ 
ive bronze and stone, the 
achieve­ 
ments, sufferings and nltimate trag­ 
edy which overtook the Donner par­ 
ty of California pioneers were perpet­ 
uated recently when an imposing me­ 
morial was dedicated to the men and 
women of that indomitable band. 
The Donner 
memorial 
Group— 
man, women aud child, standing sev­ 
enteen and one-half feet in height 
upon a pedestal twenty-two feet in 
height—is dirctly incident to one of 
the most remarkable tragedies in the 
history of California; but in a larg­ 
er sense is designated to commemor­ 
ate the heroic spirit of that great 
company who reached California by 
way of the plains during the late for. 
ties and the early fifties. Its histori­ 
cal significance lies in the fact that 
it marks the site where a party of 
nearly eighty-five emigrants known 
as the Donner party, were trapped in 
the early winter of 1846, resulting 
in unbelievable hardships and the 
death of over one-third. 
An impressive program was ar­ 
ranged in which Parlors of the Na­ 
tive Sons of the Golden West from 
all Parts of California participated. 
Gov. Williams D. Stephens of Cali­ 
fornia was announced as the princi­ 
pal speaker of the day. The ceremon­ 
ies attending the 
unveiling 
were 
held on a rise overlooking Donner 
lake, named for the pioneer party, 
and near whose shores 
it 
endured 
suffering and death. 
The Donner monument commit­ 
tee was appointed in 1908 at the 
meeting of the 
Grand 
Parlor in 
Yosemite Valley. Dr. C. W. Chapman 
of Nevada City was the originator of 
the idea and he was the first chair­ 
man of the committee. 
He has re­ 
mained on the committee since its 
appointment. 
The foundations of the monument 
were laid in 1910 and the cornerstone 
was laid June IO, d iring the grand 
Parlor session of the Native Sons at 
Lake Tahoe, Past Grand President 
Knowland presiding. The foundation 
construction is of solid concrete, 20 
feet by 21 feet and six and one-half 
feet in depth. The cornerstone is of 
granite, three and one-half feet in 
cube.
